A uented, Wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command, that no Dea- 
S FACE, man, oꝛ other fit foz ſuch tmployment , either by Sea oꝛ land, doe at 
on .. . » | any time hereafter, purpoſcly, oz willingly withdꝛaw, oꝛ abſent him⸗ 
ſelfe at inch times, when We haue oꝛ ſhal haue occaſion to impꝛeſt men fo any ſeruites of that na. 
ture, vpon paine of Dur heaup diſpleaſure , and of luch leuere puniſhment, as by Law can 

o may bee inflicted vpon them, and ik any perſon ſhall hereafter be impꝛeſted foꝛ Pur Deruice, 
and hautng receiued Pꝛeſt money, ſhall afterwards runne away, oꝛ withdꝛaw himſelfe from 
the lame, Wee hereby publiſh and declare, that ſach offenders ſhall hereafter expect the leue⸗ 

rity of the Law (which is the paines of death) to be inflicted vpon them foꝛ the lame. Andto 
the end that ſuch as are oꝛ (hal be impꝛeſted foz Our Seruite, and in Our Pay, may be allured of 

all tuft and Honourable vſage and entertainment, and that none bee vnduely enticed out of 

Our Deruice (which ts foꝛ the publique ſeruite and defence of the whole Kinadome ) by any 

others foz pzinate Uoyages, oꝛ other imployments, Wee doe further ſtraitly charge and com- 

mand, that no Captaine , Maſter of a Ship, oz other perſon whatſoener,doe at any time here- 

after pꝛelume to recetue into Pay oz Derutice, any man fozmerly impꝛeſted into Pur Seruice, 

andthat no Captaine, Maſter of Shippes , oz other Officer whatloeuer, doe Hereafcer keepe 
backe, oz withhold pay, oꝛ other allowance, which ſhall bee due to any man being in Our Ser- 
utce, and vnder Our pay, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and of the moſt ſeuere puniſhs 
ment, which by Law, oꝛ in Juſtice , can any wapes bee inflicted vpon ſuch as ſhall dare to doe 
contrary to this our Royal comandement, And ve do further ſtraitly charge a command, vpon 
paine of Our high diſpleaſure that all Matozs,Sheriffes, Juſtices ofÞPeace, Conſtables, Headbo- 
roughs . all other Dur officers and miniſters, do from time to time ble all diligence to appꝛehend 
all ſuch Mariners, Sea: men, Souldters,# others, now oꝛ at any time hereaſter, being in our pay, 
oꝛ impꝛeſted foꝛ Dur Seruice, which chall leaue Our leruite, oz wander from the places where 
they are oꝛ ſhall be appointed to ſerue oꝛ abide, without ſpectall licence in that behalfe ginen, by 
ſuch as haue oꝛ ſhall haue authoꝛity & powerto grant ſuch Licences,and them a euery of them lo 
being appꝛehended to lend oz bꝛing backe to the Fleete oz Armie, oꝛ place of Rendeuous, where ſuch 
perſons ought to haue been abiding, oꝛ otherwiſe to commit them to the Common Gaole of the 
County where they ſhall be taken, oꝛ neereſt vnto which they ſhall then be, to the end that euery 


ſuch offender may bee pꝛoteeded againſt, accoꝛding to the law, foz ſuch their offences and milde⸗ 
meanours. |
